Kuch 
brcikdowns In the supporting syslcm 
of Ihc body do not occur with thi.s 
frequency among hunting peoples 
Civilization has laid hnrc some of tho 
weak points In tho human body, but 
tho condltlonR that have provoked 
them are not of N'nture'a ordaining, 
but of man's choosing- 

If modern civilisation is making now 
demands on our' bones, muscles, and 
nerve-control?, it Is otherwise with 
another Imporlaiit system of our 
bodle.s. As our manner ot living in 
creases in cnmfoit thu <-iilla on our 
heat -Regulating mechanism bceomn 
fewer In number and . less; -urgont in 
character. Our primitive torefather.«! 
lived in tho open; their bodies, un- 
housed and scantily clad, were exposed 
to sun, rain, wind, and storm. Such ; 
mode of life throws an Increasing bur 
den on the machinery that regulates 
body temperature— on skin, on ro 
.«piratory mucous membrane, and on. 
that elabonxte system of reflexes that 
control tho ra.tn' if Intern.ii c'omBiis- 
tion. Modern civilization, so far as 
température is concerned, tends to 
make the human body a hothouse 
plant, 

Metchnikoff perceived that civiHz;i.- 
tion had plunged man's body into a 
new environment, and that the rate 
of Its'progrcss had far outstripped the 
power ot aSaiitionaf response- that had' 
carried maji so far beyond the onthro.- 
pold stage. A" belief grew within him — 
almost a grudpf — that Xaturc was 
letting man do-vvn. lie brouKht against 
the evolutionary powers ihat preside 
over'lhc destiny- oC man both sins of 
omission and sins ot commission. 
When Metchnikoff applied, his analy- 
tical goniua'to ihc'prolilémê"'of m'an'ii 
alimentary aystoii-i he carried us into 
thf. realms where thou.c;hl hncomes the 
guide to action. "It would he no longer 
rash to hay,' ho wrote In 1903, 'that not 
only the rudlmenlai-y appemii.x and 
tl)f; caecum, but the whole of the hu-
